the fcarcity and unufval Circumftances 
of the thing, oblig’d me to referve it 

for an Appendix tothe whole Volume. 

__ Icannot but with fomething like this, 
Pradtis’d by a Legal Authority in Eng- 
feud, where we fee but this very Week 
two Gentlemen Morthered in Duels, 
and the Martherers not yet brought 
to Juftice. 

' The fafety of Families and the Ho- 
nour of Gentlemen would be admira- 
bly fecur’d in England, if this Scourfe of 
raging Blood, were ftop’d by whol- 
fome Severity, and the exa& Juftice of 
the Law. 

French Examples are no way the 
worfe for being French, if Juft in their 
own Nature, aod Wile in their Con- 
trivance, adapted to the Crime, and 
feverely Executed, and till fomething 
like thisis done here, we can expe& no 
amendment. 


The ABSTRACT of the faid Laws 
in FRANCE, is as follows;

" OUIS by the Grace of God, King o 

France and Nie eG 
prefent and to come Greeting: As we 
acknowledge that one of the greateft 
Favours which we have receiv'd from 
God, in the Government and Encoa- 
ragement of gur State, confifts in the 
firmnefs which he has been pleas’d to 
giveus, for maiataining the Probibiti- 
ons of Duels and fingle Combats, and 
feverely Punifh thofe, who have con- 
traven’d a Law fo Juft and fo Necef- 
fary for the Prefervation of our No- 
bility; we are throughly refolv'd to 
cultivate with Care fo particular a Fa- 
vour, which gives us grouad to hope 
that we maybe able to arrive,during ovr 
Reign, to theAbolifhment of this Crime, 
after having been attempted in vain by 
the Kings, our Predeceffors. For this 
Effe& we have apply’d our felves anew, 
to examine well all the Edi&s and Ordi- 
nances made againft Duels, and all that 
has been done confequentially to them, 
to which we have judged it neceflary to 
add divers Articles. For thefe:Caufes, 
and other good and great Confiderati- 
ons moving us thereunto, with the Ad- 
vice of our Privy Council, and through 
our certain Knowledge, full Power and 
Royat Authority, after having ex- 
smin’d in our faid Council, what our 
moft Dear and Well-beloved Coufins 
the Marfhals of France, who have met 
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together oftentimes on this fubje&, 
have propos’d to us: We, by renew- 
jog the Prohibitions. made by our 
Edis and Ordinances, and thofe of 
the Kings, our Predeceffors , and by 
adding what we have judg’d neceffary, 
have faid, declar’d, concluded and of- 
daia’d, and: by our prefent Edi&, which 
fha!] be perpetual and irrevocable, we 
fay, declare, conclude and ordain, it 
is our Wil] and Pteafure, 

I. Firft, We exhort all our Subjects, 
and enjoyn them to live for the future 
together in that Peace, Union and Con- 
cord, which is neceffary for their Pre- 
fervation, and for that of ther Fami- 
lies, and the State, under Pain of ‘ia- 
curring our Indignation, and our ex- 
emplary Chaftifement: We enjoyn 
them alfoto give the refpe&, becoming 
each one according tohisQuality, Rank, 
and Dignity, and to ufe motually one 
with another all that fhall lie ia them, 
for preventing all Differences, Debates 
and Quarrels, efpecially thofe which 
may be followed by ways of Fa@, to 
give each other fincerely and bona fide, 
all the right underftanding neceflary, 
upon the Complaints and Diffatisfa@i- 
ons which may happen betwixt them ; 
to hinder coming to Action in any way 
whatfoever ; declaring, That we fhail 
repnte this Proceeding for an Effe& of 
the Obedience which is due to us, and 
which we hold to be moft confor- 
mable to the Maxims of true Honour, 
as well as to thofe of Chriftianity, no 
Perfon being able to difpenfe himfelf: 
from this mutual Charity without Adi- 
on, contrary to the Commandments of 
God as well as ours. 

I]. And forafmuch as thereis no- 
thing fo landable, nor which gains more 
the Affetions. of the Publick and of 
private Perfons, than to ftop the conrfe 
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ef Duels in their fourfe, We enjoya 
our moft dear and well beloved Cou- 
fins, the Marflals of France, whether 
they are attending on us, or in our 
Provinces, and the Governours gene- 
ralof our Provinces, and in their ab- 


Same, to employ themfelves very dili- 
gently, and with all readinefs, im ons 
ding all the Differences which may 
happen betwixt our Subjects, by thefe 
Ways,and as they were arelmpower’dby 
the Edi€s and Ordinances of the Kings, 
our Predeceffors. And moreover, we 
Impower our faid Coufins to appoint 
in each of our Bailiwicks or Senefchal. 
ties of our Kingdom, one or more Gen- 
tlemen, according to their extent, who 
may be of Quality, Ageand Capacity 
requifite, for receiving loformaticns of 
Differences, which may happen betwixt 
Gentlemen, Soldiers, and others of 
our Subje&s, to fend them to our faid 
Coufins, the AZarfhals of France, or to 
the Eldeft of them, or to the Gover~ 
nours General of our Provinces, and 
our Lieutenants General of the fame, 
when they fhall be there prefent; 
and we Impower the faid Gentlemen,

to the end they.may with all their Pow- 
er, hinder the Parties from leaviag the 
ordinary eourfe of Civil Joftice, and 
coming to the ways of Fa&. And that 
we may bethe better inform’d of afl 
the Duels and Combats that happens in 
Our Provinces, We charge the Gover- 
nours. General, and Lieutenant Gene- 
rals of the fame, to give Advice to 
the Secretaries of State, every oue in 
his own Precinéts, of all the Duels and 
Combats that fhall happen within the 
Limits of their JurifdiGion, to the 
firfé Prefidents of Our Courts of Par- 
tiament, and to our Attorneys General 
in the faine, in }ike manner to givead- 
vice to our dearly beloved and’ truity, 
the Siear /e Tellier; Chancellor of France, 
end the Gentlemen deputed, and Offi- 
cers of the Marfhalfeas, to the Marfhals 
of France, chat they may in their feve- 
rel Places and Stations give Us lator- 
mation of the fame. We alfo com. 
mand ail our Subjects to give Uls Ad- 
vie thereof, by fuch ways as they shall 
think fit, prommifing to reward thofe 
Who fhall give Notice ot Combats, hap-

pening in theEravinces, whereof we 
have receiy'd no advice front other 
‘Hands, with the means-of having, the 
Proof thereot. 
_-{V..- When ours faid Coufins, the 
Afar (bals ot. France, the Governours Ge- 
neral of our Provinces, and Our Lies- 
aenant Geoerals in the Tame, in their 
abfence’, of tne Geotlemen deputed, 
hall have intormation of any difference 
amongit Gentlemen , and amongft all 
thofe that make Profeffion of Arms, 
within our Kingdom and Counties ua- 
-der Our Obedience, which Proceediog 
from outrageous Words, or other Cau- 
fes relating to Honour, may be like to 
jacline them to fome extraordinary re- 
fentment : Our faid Coufins, the Mar- 
faais of France, fhall forthwith. fend 
exprefs Prohibitions to the Parties; 
That dire@ly or indire@ly they de- 
anand Satisfa@ion of one another by 
the ways of Fact, and fhall cavfe them 
zo be cited to appear immediately be- 
fore them, that there they may be ad; 
jufted, And if they apprehend, that 
the faid Parties be fo incenfed, that they 
will not give the refpe& and deference 
which they owe to their Orders, they 
fhall prefently fend them Officers and

Injury appear to have been commit- — 


ted with Advantage, either out of a 
premeditated Defign, or Frolick, Our 
Will and Meaning is, that the Party 
offended receive fo advantageous Repa- 
ration and SatisfaGion, that he have 


foll Caufe toreft fatisf’d, Confirming — 


as much as isneedful by this our prefent 
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Edi, the Aathority given by thedes — 


ceafed Kings, our moft Honoured 
Grandfather and Father, te our faid 
Coufins, the Marthals of France, to 
judge and decide, by fovereign and de- 
finite Sentence, all Differences concer- 
ning the Poiot of Honour, and Reparae 
tion of Offences, whether they happen 
ja our Court, or any other place of 
our Proviaces , where they fhall be, 
and tothe faid Governours or Lieute- 
nant Generals, the Power which they 
have alfo given them for the fame end, 
every one within the Extent of his Jae 
rifdiGion. 

Vi. And becaufe fometimes Offene 
ces are committed, which fo mach 
concern Honor, that not only the Per- 
fons who receive them, are thereby 
injured, but alfoche Refpe@ that is due 
to our Laws and Ordinances, manifeft- 
ly violated: We will that thofe who 
thallcommit fuch like Offences, befides 
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the Satisfaftions ordained in regard of 
the Perfons offended, be lixewife Con- 
demned by the faid Judges of the Point 
of Honor, : to fuffer Imprifonments, Ba- 
nifhments, and Fines. Confidering alfo, 


_ that there is nothing more unreafona- 


ble, or contrary to the Profeffion of 
Honor, than the Outrage that may be 
committed upon occafion of fome civit 
Intereft, or fome'Law Suit commenced 
before the ordinary Judges: It is our 
Will and Pleafure, that in the Accom- 
modation of Offences proceeding from 
fach Caufes, the faid Judges of the 
Point of Honor, ufe all the rigor that 
they fhall think reafonable for the Sa- 
tisfaftion of the Party offended; and 
thas for the Reparation of our Autho- 
rity, thereby wounded, they Ordain 
either Imprifonment during the {pace 
of three Monthsor lefs, or Banifhment 
for fo long time from the places where 
the Offer has his Refidence, or the lols 
of one or two years Revenue of the 
Mattes difputed. 

VII. Seeing many Differences hap- 
pea among Gentlemen, becanfe of 
Hunting, honorary Rights of Church- 
es, and other Preheminences of Maa 
pors and Lordthips, as being nearly 
related to the Point of Honour: Oar 
Will and Pkafure is, That our Gid 
Coufins, the Marthals of France, the 
Governours of our Provinces, and our 
Lieutenants in the fame, and the Gen- 
tlemen deputed ia the faid Bailywicks 
er Stewarties, ule their utmof Endea 
vours, to oblige the Parties to agree 
upon Arbitrators, who may with them 
Judge fummarily without Formalitics, 
ground of fach like Differences, 
seferving {til the Right of Appeal to 
our Courts of Parliament, when one 
of the Parties hall find himfelf 
wrong’d by the Verdict of the Arbi- 


‘trators. 
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VIL. In Cafe a Gentlenran refute, - 
or without lawful caufe delay to obey 
the Orders of our Coufins, the Mar- 
thals of France, or of the other Judges — 
of the. Point of Honour, as to appear 
before them, whenhe hath cited eithes 
perfonally or at his dwelling Houfe, 


and alfo when he hath fubmitted to — 


the Banifhment impos’d wpon him, he 
thal forthwith be forc’d to it, after a 
certain time prefcrib’d to him by the 
faid Judges, either by a Garrifon put 
into his Houfe, or by the Imprifon- 
ment of his Perfon: Which fhall be 
carefully put in Execution by the Pro- 
vofts of our faid Coufins, the Marfals. 
of France, under. Bailiffs, under-Stew- 


ards, their Lieutenants, Exempte and 


fiicers, upon Pain of Sequeltration 
of their Offices, and Lofs of their Wa- 
Ges, according to the Ordiaaices of 
the faid Judges ; and the faid Execu- 
tion fhall be made at the coff and char- 
gesof the Difobedtient and RefraGory 
Party. Anadif the faid Provofts, un- 
der-Bailiffs, under-Stewards, their Li- 
eutenants, Exempts, and Officers, can- 
not execute the faid Imprifonment, they 
fhall Seize and Eftreat all the Revenses 
of the faid beniflied os difobedient 
Perfoa to be applied, and remain as 
acquired, during the whole time of 
his Difobedieace ; to wit, one half to 
the Hofpital of the Town, where there 
there is a Parlisment Eftablif’d, and 
the other to the Hofpitals of the place 
where there is a Royal Seat, woder the 
JsrifdiGionef which Parliament, of 
Royal Seat, the Goods of the faid ba 
bifh'd or difobedient Perfon fhali be ; 
to the end that motually affilting one 
another ig the Profecution, the one 
may fupply the Advice and Proof,and 
the other, interpofe our Authority by 
thas of Juftice, for the Etfe& of our 
BtEDr 
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Tntention. And in café there be pre- 
tcding Debts, chat hinder the aplif- 
ting of the faid Revenue, appticable to 
the profit of the fwid Holpitats, the 
_ Summ te which it arhounts thail be 
charged: at a. Debt upon all the Chat- 
_ tels of the Party banifi’d, (o be paid 
and difcharged ia courte, from the 
day of thd Senteace paf’d agaitit 
him r 
1X. Mofeover we Ordain, That 
‘thofe: who have'-been put tiader the 
Guards of our Goufins, the: Marthals of 
France, the Governoars General of our 
Prownces, and-onr Lieutenants in the 
fame, or of the faid Gentlemen deputed, 
and who fhall make their Efcape in 
what maaner foever,’ fhall be feverely 
punith’d,» and not admitted to Acco- 
modation upon the Poifit of Honout, 
ti thofe that have been Guilty of the 
Waid Efcape or Breach of Guard, have 
-beea putin prifon, and at the inftance 
of oor Proftor in the Conftabulary, 
and of the Subftitates: of the other 
Marfhalfeas of France, proceeded a- 
gainft:.. according: to the Fortis requi- 
ced by our Ordinances. tis our Will 
and Pleafure that upon the Informati- 
‘on or Report cf the Guards that have 
een appdiated to keep them, withotit 
apy other [nformation, théy be: Sea- 
tenced at the inftance'of the faid Sub- 
@ituces, and their Procefs fummarily 
made. ; 
X. Though the:care we-take of the 
Hogor of ovr. Nobiliry fufficiently ap- 
pears by the Contents of the foregd- 
‘mag, Articles, ‘and. by our follicitous 
dearch of the means that are efteemed 
the moft proper for ftifling Quarrets 
in their Birth, and laying upon thofe 
who offead, the Blame and Shame 
which they deferve, being neverthe- 
defsap prehenfivet hat fome may ftill be 


fo bold as to contravene our Will and 
Pleafure fo expreffy declared, and pre- 
fame that they have reafon to feek to 
revenge themfelves, We Will and 
Command that he, who thinking him- 
felf injured, fhall give a Challenge to 
any Man upon his own account, fhall 
for ever forfeit his Right of obtaining 
Satisfaction for the Offence that he may 
pretend to have received, be kepti a 
Prifon for the {pace of two Years, and 
condemned in a Fine to the Hofpital of 
the Town next to the place of his A- 
bode, which is not to beof ‘efs Value 
than the half of one years Reat of his 
Eftate, aad befides, that be be fafpen- 
ded from all his Offices ; and deprived 
of the profit of them for three years. 
We permit all Judges to heighten the 
faid Penalties according as the Condi- 
tions of the Perfons, the Groundsof 
the Quarrels, as Suits commenced, or 
other civil fnterefts, the Prohibitions 
violated, or Efcapes made, the Cir- 
comftances of places and times, fhall 
render the Challenge more punifhable. 
And if he that is Challenged, inftead 
of refufing the Challenge and not gi- 
ving notice of it to our Coufins, the 
Marfhals of France, or to the Gover- 
nors General of our Provinces, and 
out Lieutenants ig the fame, or to the 
Gentlemen deputed, as we do enjoya 
him to do, go to the placeaffgned, or 
attempts to do fo, he be punifhed with 
the fame Penalties of the Challenger. 
Furthermore: ic ig our Pleafure, that 
they who-fhall Challenge for another, 
or fhalf accept a Challenge, without 
having informed of it before, be pu- 
nifhed with the fame Penalties. 

Xi. And for fo much that befides 
the Punifhment that thofe who Chal- 
lenge ought to incur, there are fome 
who deferve to be doubly ae 
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and repreffed, as when they atrack 
thofe who are their BenefaGors,. Su. 
periors, and Lords, or Perfons of Com- 
mand,. apd raifed by the Quality ‘af 
their Charges, and efpecially. when the 


Quarrels arife for AGions of Obedience, 
to which an inferior Condition,Charge’ 


or Employment hath fubjected them, 
or for the Correions:‘which they have 
undergone by their Authority, who 
have the power to impofe them upon 
them : Confidering that there is no- 
thing more neceflary for the maintain- 
ing of Difcipline ; efpecially among 


- thofe who make profeflion- of Arms, 


than Refpe& towards chofe. who com- 
mand them: We Will and Command, 
That they who fhall. break ont into 
that excefs, and more particularly 
they who. Challenge their Officers 
or others, who have the. right.:to 
Command them, fhall be kept,in Pri- 
fon for the {pace of four years, de 
prived of the Exercife of their Char- 
ges during the faid time, with the Pay 
and Salary due to them,-. whijch thall 
be given to the Hofpita] general of the 
next Town; and. in cafe,it be an Infe- 
rior agaioft his Superior or Lord, he 
fhall be kept in Prifon dpring the faid 
four years, and ‘fhall be condemned in 
a Fine which cannot-be lefs chan a years 
Rent: Exprefly charging our jfaid 


‘Confins, the Marfhals of France, Go- 


vernors General of our Provinces, and 
the Lieutenant Generals in the fame, 
and the Gentlemen deputed, and efpe- 
cially the Generals of our Armies, 
wherein that diforder may be more 
frequent than any where elfe, to fee to 
the fevere and exact Execution of the 
prefent Article. Aad if the Superior 
Officers or Lords who have been chal- 
lenged receive the @hallenge, and. put 
themfelves in a condition of fatisfying 
the Challengers, they thall be punifaed 


with the fame Penalties of Imprifoa- 
ment, Sequeftration of their Charges 


and~ Revenues of the fame, and Fin 


above fpecified, not: to be difpenfed 
therefrom, what ever Joftances and 
Supplications they may make to‘us for. 
that effed. a Sees, 
XII. And for as much as we are re- 
folved to cafheer and turn out of place, 
all who fhall -be -found guilty: of the 
faid Crime, and that notorioufly :/if 
they have been fo cafheered and turned 
out.of place refent it againft thofe whom 
we fhall prefer to the fame,- by Chal- 
lenging, or Provoking them .to: fight, 
either by themfelvesor others, in Rea- 
counter, or otherwife; We Will that 
they, \and thofe whom they have made 
ufe of, be imprifoned for the {pace of 
fix Years, and condemned ina Fine of 
fix Years Rent uf their Eftates, , wich 
out any hopes of ever being releafed 
from che faid Penalties: And generally 
that they who fhall a fecond time via- 
late our prefent Edi&, as Challengers, 
and more particularly they who made 
ule of Secondsto. carry their Chalien- 
ges, be punifhed with the fame pains of 
Imprifonment,lofs of Places, and Fines, 
though no Combat enfued upon it. 
XIII. If contrary to the Prohibitj. 
ons of this our prefent Edid&t, the Chal- 
lenger-and Challenged do actually fight, 
We Will and Ordain, That though 
there be none other wounded or killed, 
yet they fhall be proceeded againft 
criminally and extraordinarily ;: that 
they be without pardon punifhed with 
Death, that all their Goods real and 
perfonal be confifcated to us, a third 
of.them applicable to the. Hofpital of 
the Town where the Parliamentis, in 


the Jurifdiction.. whereof the Crime 


hath been committed, and joyntly to 
the Hofpital, of the Royal Seat next to 
the place of the Fact; and the two 
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other thirds, as well for the Charges 
of the Apprehenfion and Execution of 
Juftice, as to what the Judges fhall 
think equitable to adjudge tothe Wives 
and Children, if any there be, for 
their Subfiftence and Entertainment on- 
ly during their Lives. And if the 
Crime be committed in the Provinces, 
where Confifcation has no place, It is 
our Willand Pleafure, That inftead of 
the faid Confifcation, a Fine be fet up- 
on the Goods of the Criminals, to the 
profit of the faid Hofpitals, which is 
not to be lefs than the half of the 
Goods of the Criminals. We Com- 
mand aridCharge our Proétors Ge. 
neral, their Subfticutes , and thofe 
who have the Adminiftration of the 
faid Hofpitals, to make careful Search 
and Profecutions for the faid Summs 
and Confilcations, for the which their 
Aion hhall continue during the time 
and fpace of twenty years, though they 
fhould even make no Profecution that 
might prorogue it, the which Summs 
and Confifcations fhal) not be remitted 
nor diverted, wpon any Caufe or Pre- 
text whatfoever. And if one or both 
the Duellers be killed, We Will and 
Command that the Criminal Procefs be 
made againft the memory of the Dead, 
as againft thofe who are guilty of 
Treafon againft God and Man; and 
that their Bodies be deprived of Buri- 
al; prohibiting all Curates, their Vi- 
cars and other Church Men to inter 
them, nor fuffer them to be interred 
in Confecrated Ground: Confifcating 
befides, as above, all their Goods real 
and perfonal. And as tothe Surviver 
who hath killed, befides the above men- 
tioned Confifcation of all hisGocds, or 
the Fine amounting to one half of the 
fame in the Countries where Confifcati- 
ou hath no place, he fhall unpardonably 
be punifhed with Death, according to 
the Difpofition of the Ordinances. 


XIV. The Goods of him that hath 
been killed, and of the Surviver thall 
be difpofed of by the Adminiftrators 
of the Hofpitals during the profectti- 
on of the Aétion for Duelling, and 


the Revenues applied to the d 

the Cofts of Suit. ; 
XV. Though we bope that our Pro- 
hibitions, and the Penalties fo juftly ap- 
pointed againft Duels, will keep all 
our Subjects for the future from falling 
into them, neverthelefs if any fhould 
ftill be fo rafh as to dare to contra- 
vene our Will and Pleafure, not‘only 
in doing themfelves Juftice, but be- 
fides in engaging alfo in their Quarrels 
and Refentments, Seconds. Thirds, or 
a greater Number of Perfons, which 
cannot be done but by a crafty Cowar- 
dice, which make thofe who are fenfi- 
ble of their own weaknefs, feek for the 
fafety they need, in the Skill and Cou- 
rage of others: We Will that they 
who fhall be found gui'ty of fo crimi- 
nal and bafe a Contravention of our 
prefent Edi&, be without remiffioa. 
punifhed with Death, though no Man 
fhould be wounded or burtin the Duels; 
that all their Goods may be confifca- 
ted as before, that they be degraded 
from Nobility, and declared ignoble, 
uncapable for ever of holding any place, 
their Arms defaced and publickly born 
y the Executioner of High Juftice. 
We enjoyn their Succeffors to change 
their Arms, and take a new Coat, for 
which they fhall obtain our Letters for 
that Effet, and incafe they refume the 
fame Arms, they thall of new be de- 
faced and born by the publick Execu- 
tioner, and they condemned in the Fine 
of two years Rent of their Eftates, 
one half applicable to the Hofpital 
general of the next Town, and the o- 
ther half at the Pleafure of the Judges. 
And feeing no Chaftifement can be 
great

_ lour and Courage, as they are from 


Charity and Chriftian Friendhhip, It 
is our Will, That all who fall into the 
Crime of being Seconds, Thirds, or o- 
ther numbers, be alike punifhed with’the 


fame Penalties which we have appoiat- 


ed for thofe that fhall employ them. 
XVI. Forafmuch as there are fome 
of bafe Birth, and who have never 
carried Arms, who are neverthelefs 
fo infolent as to Challenge Gentlemen, 
who becaufe of the difference of their 
Conditions refufing to do them Rea- 
fon, the fame Perfons ftir up other 
Gentlemen againft thofe whom they 
have challenged, whence fometimes 
Marders follow, fo much the more de- 
teftable, as that they proceed from an 
abje& Caufe: We Will and Command 
that incafe of fuch Challenges and Com- 
bats, efpecially if they be attended with 
any great Wound, or Death, the faid 
ignoble fellows who fhall be duly at- 
taint and convited of having caufed 
and promoted fuch Diforders, without 
remiffion be hanged ; all their Goods 
moveable and: immoveable confifcated, 
two thirds to the Hofpitals of the 
places, or of the next, adjacent, and 
the other third employed for the 
charges of the Tryal, for the maia- 
tenance of the Widows and Children 
of the deceafed, if any there be: 
With power befides to the Judges of 
the faid Crimes to appoint of the 
Goods confifcated fuch Recompence as 
they fhall think ‘reafonable to the la- 
former and other Difcoverers of the 


faid Cafe, to the end that-in fo-phnith- 


able a Crime every one may be in- 
vited to the informing of it. Aad 


as to the Gentlemen who have fo- 


fought for unworthy Caufes-and s- 
gainft ignoble Perfons, We Will 
that they fuffer the fame Punithmenss 
that we have appointed againft Se 


conds, if they can be Apprehended; — 


if not they fhall be proceeded againft 
upon default and contumacy, according 
to the rigor of the Ordinances. __ 

XVII. We Will that all who hall 
knowingly carry Challenges, or at- 
tend to the places of Duels or Ren- 
counters, as Lackeys, or other. Ser- 
vants, fhali be whipt and- ftigmati- 
zed for the firft Fault; and if they 
relapfe into the fame Fault, fent to 
the Galleys for ever. And for thofe 
who have been Spedtators of a Duel, 
if they have gone purpofely for that 
effet, We Will thac they be for ever 
deprived of the Places, Dignities and 
Penfions which they poffefs; and if 
they have no places, that a fourth part 
of their Goods be confifcated and ap- 
plied to Hofpitals, and if the Fa@ be 
committed in any Province where Con- 
fifcation hath no place, that they be con- 
demned in a Fine for the profit of the 
faid Hofpitals, which is not to be lefs 
worth than the fourth part of the Goods 
of the faid Speftators, whom with Rea- 
fon we repute Accomplices of fo dete- 
ftable a Crime, feeing they affift at it, 
and hinder not the fame as muchas they 
can, to which by the Laws of God and 
Man they are obliged. 

XVIII. And forafmuch as it hath 
frequently happened that for avoid- 
ing the rigor of the Penalties by fo 
many Edi&sappointed for Duels, many 
have fought for occafions of Rencoun- 
tering, We Will and Command that 
they, who pretend to have recei- 
ved any Offence, and have not given 
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notice of it to the faid Judges of 
the Point of Honour, and who fhall 
engage upon Rencounter, or fight 
fingly, or in an equal ftate and num- 
ber, with alike Arms on eich fide, on 
foot, or on horfeback, be fubjeé& to 
the fame Punifhments as if it had been 
a Duel. And Becaufe there have 
been alfo fome of our Subjeds, who 
having quarrelled within our Domini- 
ons, and having met to fight without 
them, or upon our Frontiers, have 
thought that by that means they might 
evade the effe@ of our Edia&s, We 
Will that all who fhall do fo, be 
purfued criminally , If they can be 
taken; if not, upon contumacies and 
that they be condemned to the fame Pu- 
nifhment , and their Goods confifca- 
ted, as if they had contravened the 
prefent Edi@, within the Bounds, 
and not withdrawing out of our Pro- 
vinces, Judging them fo much the 
more criminal and punifhable; that 
the firft Emotions in the heat and new- 
nefs of the Offence can no more ex- 
cufe them, and that they have had 
time enough to moderate their Re- 
fentment, and abftain from fo pro- 
hibited a Revenge, no place being 
lefe for thofe concerned in the Cafes 
mentioned in this prefent Article to 
alledge chance or accident, to which 
we charge our Judges to have no 
Refped. 

XIX. And to prevent that fo holya 
Law, and fo profitable to our State, 
become not ufelefs to the Publick, for 
fault of Obfervation thereof, We moft 
exprefly E:joyn andCommand our Con- 
fins, the Marthals of France, to whom, 
under our Authority, belong the Cog- 
nifance and Divifion of Contefts and 
Quarrels that concern the Honor and: 
Reputation of our Subjects, diligently 
and exactly to fee to the Execution of 
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our prefent Edi&, without remitting 
any thing in ic, or permitting that 
by Favour, Connivance, or any other 
way, it be in any manner contrave- — 
ned. And that our faid Coufins, the 
Marhhals of France, may have the more 
Means and Power, to hinder and re- 
prefs, that unbridled Licentioufnefs of © 
Duels and Rencounters ; confidering 
befides that diligence is of great Im- 
portance for the Punifhment of fuch 
Crimes, and that the Provofts of our — 
faid Coufins, the Marfhals, the under- 
Bailiffs, under-Stewards , and Lieute- 
nants Criminal of the fhort Robe, are 
moft commonly on horfeback for our — 
Service,that they may be the readier and 
more proper for proceeding againft 
the guilty of Duels and Rencovaters, — 
We have of new affigned the Execue — 
tion of the prefent Edi&, as well 
within as without the Precin@s of 
Towns, to the Officers of the Conftae 
bulary and Marfhalfea of France, Proe — 
vofts Generals of the faid Conftabulary © 
of the Ifle of Frexce, and the Mints, 
and all other Provofts Generals, pro- 
vincial and ‘particular, under-Bailiffs, 
and under-Stewards, and Lieutenants 
Criminal of the fhort fhort Robe, in 
Concurrence with Our ordinary Jude — 
ges, and with previfo of an Appeal to 
Our Courts of Parliament, to whofe 
Jurifdiction it ought to belong, not- 
withftanding all Declarations and E- 
di&s prohibiting (the faid Provofts to 
take Cognifance of Duels and Ren- 
counters, to the contrary. 

XX. The Judges and other Officers 
who fhal fupprefs and change the In- 
formations, fhall be turned out of 
their places, and punifhed as Fore 

ers. 

XXI. And for as much as it fre- 
quently enough happens, That the 
faid Provofts, under-Bailiffs, under- 

Stew- 
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ecuting the orders of our faid Cov- 
fins, the Marfhals of France, We Will 
and Command, That if the faid Off- 
cers fail to obey the firft Command 


of our faid Coufins, the Marhals, or 


of one of them, or of the other 
Judges of the Point of Honour, in 
fummoning thofé who quarrel to ap- 
pear at the day appointed, and in 
feizing and arrefting them in cafe of 


Refufal and Difobedience; and finally . 


in executing pun@ually, and all Af- 


, - fairs laid afide, what fhall be enjoyned 


and commanded them by our faid Cou- 
fins, the Marfhals of France, and Judges 
of the Point of Honor, they: be by 
our faid Coufins punifhed and cha- 
ftized for their Negligence by Suf- 
penfion from their Places, and Depri- 
vation of their Sallaries, which may 
be really attached and feized , upon 
the bare Order of our faid Coufins, 
the Marfhals of France, or one of them, 
fignified to the Treafurer in Ordinary 
of our Wars who fhall be in duty, per- 
fonally or at his dwelling Houfe. Fur- 
thermore we command the faid Pro- 
vofts, under-Bailiffs, under-Stewards, 
their Lieutenants and Officers in their 
feveral JurifdiGion, upon the fame Pe- 
nalties of Sufpenfion and deprivation of 
Sallary, that upon the Report of a Com- 
bat fought, they forthwith go to the 
Places to arreft the Guilty, and make 
them Prifoners in the Royal Prifons 
next to the Place where the Fact is 
committed , ordaining, That for e- 
very feifure they be paid the Summ 
of fifteen hundred Livers, to be rai- 
fed with the other Charges of Suit, 
upon the readieft Goods of the Guil- 
ty, and preferably to the Confifca- 
tions and Fines, which we have before 
im pofed. 
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Stewards and Lieutenant Criminals of 
_ the fhort Robe, are negligent in ex- 


XXII. Aad feeing the guilty; toa: 
void falling into the hands of Joftice, 
commonly fly to- the Houfes of the 
great Men of our Kingdom, We moft 
exprefly and ftritly forbid. all Per- 
fons, of what Quality and Conditi- 
on foever they be, to receive within 
their Houfes any who have contrave- 
ned this our prefent Edit. And in” 
cafe any be found who give them 
Sanétuary, and refufe to deliver them 
up unto the hands of Juftice, fo foon 
as they fhall bebe required to it, We 
Will that the Informations thereof, 
duly taken and drawn up by the faid 
Provofts, of the. Marfhals and other 
Judges, be forthwith and -inftaotly 
fent to the Secretaries of State ac-. 
cording to their feveral Offices, as al- 
fo the Attorneys general of our Courts 
of Parliament, and to our faid Coufins, 
the Marfhals, to the end that having 
confulted with them, wemay command 
a rigorous Profecution of thofé who 
protect fo criminal diforders. 

XXIII: But if notwithftandmg the 
Care and Diligence prefcribed by the 
preceding Articles, .\e Credit and 
Authority of the Parties intereffed 
in thefe Crimes divert the proofs 
of them by Threats or Artifice, We 
Will that upon the bare Requifition 
made by our Attorneys General or 
their Subftitutes, Monitories be decreed 
by, the Officials of the Bithops of the 
places, which fhall be. publifhed and 
thundered, according tocanonical form, 
againft thofe who refufe to come and. 
declare what they. know concerning 
Duels and Rencounters that have hap- 
pened. We further Command that 
for the future our Attorneys General 
in our Courts of Parliament, and their. 
Subftitutes, upon notice given them 
of Combats that have been fought, 
fhall make their Requifitions. againft

thofe, who by notoriety fhall be judg- 
ed guilty of them, and that according 
thereunto our faid Courts, without o- 
ther proofs, order, That withio the 
time that they fhall chink fit, they 
be obliged to render themfelves 
Prifoners for juftitying themfelves, 
and anfwering upon the Requifitions 
of our faid Attorneys General: And 
if within the faid time they fail to 
obey the Orders that are intimated 
to them at their dwelliug Houfes, 
We Will have them. proceeded a- 
gainft upon Default and Contumacy, 
be declared convicted af the Crimes 
objected to them; and as fuch, that 
they be cerdemned in the Penalties 
mentioned by our Edi&ts, and their 
Gods acquired aod confifcated to 
us, aud put into our hands, without 
waiting watil the five years of De- 
faults and Contumacies be expired, 
that all their Houfes be rafed, and 
theic Woods of high growth cut 
off to a certain height, according to 
the Orders we fhall give, and them- 
felves declared infamous, and degra- 
ded from Nobility, being for the fu- 
ture incapable of any ‘Place or Of- 
fice. We forbid all our Courts of 
Parliament apd our other Judges to ad- 
mit them: to. their Juftification after 
the Sentences of Condemnation, ever 
during, the five years of Contumacy, 
till firft they have obtaloed our Let- 
ters;. allowing them permiflion to 
appear, and have payed the Finesin 
which they have been condemned, and 
that notwithftanding the eighteenth 
Article of the feventh Title of our 
criminal Ordinance, which we have 
difpenfed and do difpenfe with in that 
refped, without being drawn into 
Coniequence. 

XXiV. Aad even when the fufpeted 
have been arrefted, and put ia Prifon, 
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or that they have delivered themicives” 
into Prifon, We Will, That in cafe 
our Attorneys General find it dificult 
to make out the proofs of the faid 
Combats, our Courts give them the 
delays which they thal] require, refer- — 
riog it to the Honor and Confcience of 
our faid Attorneys General not to make 
ule of them, but for the good of Juftice. 
XXV. During the time that the © 
Parties accufed or fufpectéd of the faid © 
Crimes do not render themfelves 
Prifoners, We Will, That the Jurif- 
di@ion of their Lands be executed in 
our Name; and during the faid time, 
We Will provide to the Offices and Be- — 
nefices of which the Difpofition belongs — 
to the faid Parties accufed or fufpe@ted. 
XXVI. And to prevent that duriag 
the time of the Tryals upon defaults and 
contumacies, the Parties fufpe&ed may _ 
not make ufe of the Means which they _ 
ufually praGife for taking off the proots — 
of their Crimes, by terrifying the — 
Witnefles, or obliging them to retra&t — 
when they come to fwear, It is our — 
Wil} and Pleafure that notwithftand- — 
ing the third Article of the fifteeath — 
Title of our Ordinance of the Month — 
of Axguft, 1670. with which we have — 
difpenfed and do difpenfe upon this ac- 
count of the Crime of Duels only, the — 
Officers ot our Courts, and the Lien- — 
tenants Criminal of Bailiwicks where 
there is a Prelidial Seat, may proceed 
to the Examination of Witnefles with- 
in the twenty and four hours, and as 
foon as may be, after they have been 
heard in the Informations,-and that be- 
fore any Jadgment that ordains it, hath 
paft, though the Examinations muft not 
ftand in ftead ‘ot Confrontation, till it 
bath been fo ordained by the «Judg- 
ment of Default and Contumacy. 
AXVIL. We declare thofe that are 
condemned upon Contumacy, incapa-

_demnation, though they be within the 
five years, and that they were after- 
_ wards reftored notwithftanding their 
_Contumacy. If the Sicceffious fail 
before the Reitauration, the Lord-

XXVIII. We Wiil and Command 


in like manner, That in the places 
remote from Towns where our Courts 


of Parliament Sit, That when after al) 


- the aforementioned Searches and Per- 
 quititions,the Guilty of Duels and Ren- 


counters cannot be found, at the defire 
ot the Subftitutes of our Attorncys 
General, upon the bare notoriety of 
Fa&, Seifure he decreed againft the 
abfent, and for fault of being able to 
apprehend them by virtue of that De- 
cree, all their Goods be feized, and 
that they be cited to appear within 
three fhort Terms confecutively, and 
that thereupon the defaults fhall be put 
into the hands of our Attorneys Ge- 
neral or their fubftitutes, that the pro- 
fit of them may be adjudged without 
other form or figure of Procefs within 
eight days after the Crime committed, 
and without any Obligation upon our 


faid Attorneys Geaeral; or their Sub- . 


ftituces to inform, and make proof of 
the Notoriety. 

X XIX. When the Accufation is for 
the Crime ot Duelling, no Regulati- 
on of the Judges can De made, notwith- 
ftanding all pretext of Prevention, Af- 
faffination or otherwife, and the Pro- 
cefs cannot be purfued, but before 
the Judges of the Crime of Duel- 


ling. 


XXX. And to prevent the furr 
of thofe, who to obtain Pardon oh 
difguife.to us the truth of Combats 
that have happened, and alledge 
falfe Matters of Fact, to make it & 
believed that the faid Combats hap- 
pened uaexpedtcdly, and in confequence 
of a Quarrel ariliag on the-fpot: We 
Ordain, That no mancancarry through 
the Seals the grant of any Pardow ia 
Cafes where there is fufpicion of ‘apre- 
meditated Duel or Resiconater; unlefs 
he be actually a Prifoner in our Retinue, 
or at leaft in the chief Prifon of the Par- 
liament, in the Jurifdi@ion whereof the 
Combat hath been fought, and uolefs 
it hath been verified, that he hath in 
no manner contravened this. our pre. 
feat EdiG, fo that having thereupon ta: 
ken the advice of our Coufins, the Mar- 
fhals of France, we may grant him a 
Remiflion with knowledge of the Caufe. 

XXXI And for as much as io pur- 
fuance of our Orders our Coufins, the 
Marfhals of France, are aflembled to 
review and examine of new, the Regu- 
lation made by them concerning the 
feveral Satisfattions and Reparations 
of Honor, to which by Orders fram 
us they have added more fevére Pu- 
nifhments againft the Aggreffors, It is 
our Wil] and Pleafure, That the {aid 
new Regulation dated’ the'22. of this 
prefent Month, together wich, that of 
the 22.0f Auguj? 1653. hereto annexed, 
under the counter-Seal of our Chancel: 
lery, be inviolably followed and obfer- 
ved for the future by all thofe that fhall 
be employed in adjafting Differences 
which concerr the Point of Honor aud 
Reputation of Gentlemen. 

XXX. And in ‘refpeé& that fome- 
times the Adminiftrators of Hofpftals 
having negle@ted to recover the faid 
Fines and Confifcatioas, We wili, That 
the recovery of Fines and Confifcations, 

adjudged 
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adjudged to the fuid Hofpitals, and other Per- 


fons, who have been negligent for the {pace 
of a year, to be counted from the day of the 
Sentences of Condemnation, be made by the 
Receiver General of our Revenues, to whom 
the half of the (aid Confitcations and Fines fhall 
belong, for the charges of the Recovery, refer- 
say as our felt to difpofe of the other half 
in favour of what Hofpitals we pleafe, belides 
that to which they have heen adjudged. 
XXXII. It is moreover our Willand Plea- 
fure, That when Gentlemen have not obeyed 
the Orders of the Marfhals of France, and that 
they have incurred the Fines and Confifcations 
appointed by this prefenc Ediét, and the Regu- 
lation of the Marthals of France, advice of 
it fhall forthwith be given by the faid Mar- 
fhals of France to our Attorneys General in our 
Courts of Parliament, or to their Subftitutes, 
whom we enjoyn immediately to proceed to the 
feifure of Goods, until the faid Gentlemen do 
obey 3 and in cafe they obey not within three 
Months, the Fruits fhall be purely applied to 
Hofpitals, until they have obeyed;.the char- 
ges of Provofts, of Procedure, Guards and 
others being firlt defalcated; and for that ef- 
fe&t we Will that the Dire&tors and Admini- 
ftrators of the faid Hofpitals, be put into Pof- 
feffion and adtual Bajoyinent of the faid Goods. 
We Enjoyn our (aid Attorneys General, and 
their Subftitutes, to joyn with the faid Dire€tors 
and Adminiftrators, for the fpeedy and real 
uplifting of the faid Fines. We efpecially charge 
the Judges, to have no refpeét to Contratts, 
Wills and Teftaments, nor other Aéts made 
within fix Months before the Crimes committed. 
XXXIV. When any one (hall happen to' be 
killed in Combats, we permic the Relations 
of the deceafed to become party within three 
Months for lungeft delay, againit him who 
hath killed and in cafe he be conviéted of 
the Crime, condemned and executed, We 
make over the Contifcation of the deceafed 
to the profitofhini that hath purfued, who fhall 
not be obliged to obtain another grant of the 
Gift betides this prefent Edift. As to the Re- 
lations to whofe profit we have made over 
the Confifcation. We Will that the neareft of 
Kin be preterred before the more remote, pro- 
vided they have made themfelves parties 
within the three Months, upon condition of 
seimburitng the charges that have been laid out. 
XXXV. The Crime of Duelling cannotbe 
extinguifhed neither by Death, nor by any 
Prefcription of twenty orthirty years, nor by 
any other, unlefs Execucion, Condemnation, 
ec Complaint have been made, and it may be 


profecuted after any fapfe t! 
againft the Party or againft his Memory: 
thofe who Mall be found guilty of du 
lince our Edict of 1651. Regiltred in our | 
of Parliament of Paris, in the Month o 
tember the fame Year, may be called to 
Account for the other Crimes committed | 
them before or fince, notwithftanding the {aid 
Prefcription of twenty and thirty years, pro- 
vided they be at che fame time tried for the 
Crime of duelling, and by the fame Judges, 
and that they be convitted of thefame. 
XXXVI. All the Penalties contained in tke 
prefent Ediét tor Punifhment of the Contrave. 
ners of our Will and Pleafure, would be ulelefs 
and of no effett, if by the Motives of anin-— 
flexible Juftice and fteadfaftnefs, we maintain 
ed not the Laws which we have Eftablifhed. For 
thatend, We Swear and Promife in the Faith — 
and Word of a King, not to exempt for the 
future any Perfon, for any Caufe or Confide 
ration whatfover, from the rigor of the pre 
fent Edi&, that no Remiffion, Pardon and A. 
bolition fhall be granted by us to thofe who 
fhall be guilty of the faid Crimes of Duels and — 
Rencounters. We moft ftritly charge all Prin-_ 
ces and Lords about us not to make any Inter: :
